Not only were the Hvesvof his sol- 
diers and the cause for which they 
fought at stake, but his own honor 
also—which to the soldjer 
Is more 


than life itself. Did be make a mis- 
take? 


Hln work had 
been done ' before 


the battle begun. 
With the utmost 
care every detail had been consider- 
ed—the position and strengt'-. of the 
enemy determined, troops 
placed In 


the most advantageous position, and 
every subordinate 'commander 
had 


been fully Instructed as to what was 
expected of him, and the 
responsi- 


bility- of doing' his share 
rested 


squarely and fully upon each one of 
those commander!). Every 
one 
of 


them knew where the commanding- 
general could be found, and In case 
of emergency .a quick report could 
be made, and the remedy provided. 
Had tills commanding general given 
his personal ' attention to 
any one 


part of the field, a lack of attention 
elsewhere might 
have 
resulted lu 


disaster. His work was to plan and 
then to watch. 


Is not the pastor the .commanding 


officer—with 
the session 
for 
corps 


commanders—the leader of the mis- 
sionary societies, the • S. S. Supt., 
and the leaders of the other organl- 
zations the subordinates upon whom, 
each and every one. should rest re- 
sponsibility? 
The Idea of responsi- 


bility resting upon 
these helpers Is 


Important, for this Is a Source of' de- 
velopment. 
I know an Elder. In

Presbyterian church who Is an able 
man, 
intellectually as well as phys- 


ically. 
He is strong ' and capable, 


but modest to a fault. 
His pastor. 


In his kindness of heart, shields lilnv 
from public duty,' thinking ho Is do- 
Ing him a favor. If the pastor would 
Bit on his horse (flguratelvely speak- 
ing), and load responsibility over on- 
to the broad shoulders of his Elder, 
one would be relieved and the other 
benefited.

neither .Grant.

than a captain—and Grant then said 
that he did not think that he had ca- 
pacity to command more than a regi- 
ment.- Conditions developed 
them1. 


Have wo not In many of our church- 
es, not confining our inquiry to the 
Eldership, but by no means omitting 
them, men and women who could be 
brought forward into active work, tp 
share the burdens with the pastor, 
to their own advantage,' and to the 
advantage and 
enlargement of the 


work? 
Is it not /julto frequently— 


perhaps I could 
ask 
generally the 
case, that the pastor tries to do top 
much of the labor himself? Are 
not in quite too many/ cases per- 
mitting thl» latent undeveloped tal- 
ent to remain unused and the over 
worked pastor carrying the burden 
that others should share? In a city 
that I visited not very long ago. I 
was told that one of the churches 
had sixteen stations Iv different'parts 
of that city, and1 
the 
surrounding 


country whore'services of some sort 
were conducted 
each week, all by 


members of that church.- Evidently 
that pastor had placed responsibility 
upon hlH subordinates, and 'thus de- 
veloped thorn. 
And .were not these 


helpers, themselves 
benefited there- 


by—anil was not the 
aggregate of 


work 
accomplished 
much 
greater 


than would' have' been the case had 
the pastor himself attempted to do 
the bulk of It? 


If I were in the pulpit I would 


carefully measure the capacity 
and 


possibilities of all my members, and 
just as far as at 
all 
practicable, 


would place them In responsible po 
sltlons—considering that a large part 
of my own duty to be to make the 
plans and then sit upon my horse 
and watch.

still la It not wise to direct our ef- 
forts where the most pressing need 
exists, and where tho most good can 
ho accomplished 
To my mind this 


work Is with tho youth, and hence 
for them is my special plea. If these 
could be restrained from following in 
the footsteps of the adults, who are 
mere cumbernrn of the earth, and 
to Its hurt, how soon time -would re- 
lieve us of all 
human degredatlon 


and moral 
ttlth. This 
thought Is 


harsh 
if pressed too far. Another 


way to express It is, that If no more 
grists were brought to the gin mill, 
and all other self 
indulgence mills, 


these factories would soon run , dry. 


Just now I will refer to boys and 


young men only. 
Probably a mass 


of 200 more or less, of this class he- 
long to the average 
congregation; 


ahd Jf I were In the .. pulpit, what 
could 1 do to shape them up to de- 
cent and clean lives—and then on to 
the beautiful religious life? 
First of all I would get as good a 


knowledge as possible of boy nature. 
To recall our own experience In boy- 
hood days should help some—but a 
very wide allowance must be made 
for differences la the nature, as well 
as the surroundings of each one. 


Most boys, perhaps we can say all 


of .them,' have ambition. With some 
It Is very weak, and with -very many 
jt is not evidenced In an Inclination 
to right things,' but rather to the 
bad. 
But if It exists at all It is an 


evidence that there Is some ground 
to work upon. " Some of our so-called 
"bad boys" are in. their folly and Ig- 
norance, seeking celebrity along that 
line. 
Few boys. If any. deliberately 


Intend to become worthless wrecks 
and low down, criminals. 
In 
some 


way they expect to have a home and 
a place' In society In later years. 


Of course1 there aro very many, a 


large majority of our American boys 
and young men,1 that are high mind- 
ed, with lofty Ideals and noble pur- 
poses In life. These need no consid- 
eration In tills discussion. We are 
looking for a method to rescue those 
that, are going downward. 


Concluding then, that all boys have 


some ambition, uven though It may 
bo urging thorn to ovll in. some cas- 
es. It In evident that their need l» 
sound knowledge, 
information 
and 


common sense. Uut how get thl» to 
them and Into their heads? 


The old adage that tho "hare must 


bo caught before It IK eaten" applies 
Hero In full force. Some 'boys 
are 


as much afraid of the preacher as Is 
the hare of the hunter. 


My first effort would be to become 


acquainted • with 
as many boys as 


possible. HO that'I could call them by 
name. A boy Is very sensitive, and 
It 
Is 
recognizing 
his Importance, 


and gratifying to him to be known, 
and to hear his name called. I would 
also show my Interest In them by 
giving 
some 
attention 
to 
their 


games. If manly—or If any one was 
alek' or in 
any 
way unfortunate, 


provo to them that I was a real 
friend. 


Having thus made some progress, 


I .would .then.! have .a meeting 
for 


boj-H some evening. In a hall-or any 
suitable place) other than the church. 
At this first meeting I would give 
them 
a 
good 
.ringing 
of 


frontier 
story 
of 
life. 
In 


their 
own 
locality. 
Perhaps of 


the Fox tribe of Indians attacking 
Fort Pon'chatraln (Detroit), and try- 
Ins to burn It with thcjr blazing ar- 
rows, and then their 
retreat Into 


Wisconsin. 
Subsequent 
meetings 


would bring In a few more boys.' Tho 
story of Jno. G. Paton's heroism In 
tho New Hebrides could come in lat- 
er. Let them form clubs, and a bit 


rivalry between 
tb;ems«lv«(.* •« 


getting, knowlodgo of some gjven his- 
torical 'event, might Increase the in- 
terest. 
' : 


Ail, this, with variations 
and in- 


flnltum. would be my effort to catch 
tho hare. I should hope also by these 
means to get Into their heads Borne 
Idea of the greatness of the country 
of whlqh they were citizens—of the 
great cost of that country, and the 
obligations resting-upon each one to 
do his sharu'ln sustaining It. 
, 


If by much prayer: and ' unwearied 


effort, 1 could Install patriotism into 
their wayward heads. It would be one 
good step In tho right direction. 1 
should hope that my meetings could 
be brought to the lecturo 
room of 


the hcurch, in time—and that all this 
skirmishing work, would lead up to 
uniting the young people's religious 
societies and the Sunday school, in 
due time. 


If I could sing, or if I could fln<l 


some' to give this Important help, I 
should foul the 
more 
confident of 


s.uccess—for one of the great fac- 
tors'to uplift the world Is music. 


I should expect of course that their

When that time came, I would make

It Is usuluss to mention In 
speaking of Presbytcrjans, that. no 
devices of man are. In the "lightest 
degree, a substitute for the work of 
the Holy Spirit—and yet It Is some- 
times a satisfaction to mention this 
Important and well

If there Is any merit Jn" this meth- 


od of catching the wayward boys— 
the "clubs" or tho "gang" or what- 
ever name It might bo called. It would 
have to be a continuous work. Hurc- 
In would be a place for some of the 
subordinate workers, referred to -In 
a former 
paragraph, to assist the 


pastor. Some of the boys who'-had 
been themselves rescued 
would no 


doubt 'develop sufficiently to till this 
place, 
and 
be especially adapted 


for' such work. 


It Is not presumed that, these sug- 


gestions In their 
entirety 
could he 


adopted by any church, hut possibly 
the general plan w.lth variations to 
suit local conditions, may be of some 
service.

Tho 
mountains covered with rod and yd 
low autumn 
leaves 
and mountain 


flowers and 
the babbling streams 


paints a picture on one's mind too 
grand for language to describe. 


Next came . Florence.

distance on the mountain sides was 
tho mining district with Its smelting 
furnaces, while nearer were -the oil 
wells.

our 
attention. 
The 


temple Is constructed 
of light gray 


granite. 
H 
Is surrounded ; by

towers, three on the east and three 
on tho west

The tabernacle Is a single largo arch 
unsupported by pillar or 
arch. 
In 


appearance It resembles a huge egg 
cut In two lengthwise. 


Great Salt Lake may be seen In 


tho distance oil the way from Salt 
Lake City to OgJen. At Ogdon bread 
was forty cents a loaf. After leaving

As 
wo crossed 


over Into California wo saw a great 
many saw mills with their flumes. 


From now on until Friday evening 


wo found scenes of tho deepest Inter- 
est and subllmest beauty. 


From the time the rood enters tho 


crests of the summit It passes through 
a succession of tunnels and snow 
sheds so cloiiely connected we could 
scarcely tell when wo 
entered or 


left a tunnel. There are 40 miles of

suffrage.

'in the pulpit occupy'In the minds of 
the common people, and the Immense 
Influence that they wield, very much 
can bo done.by them In this line.

The growth and enlargement 
cf our churches—cf n!| ot'ir relig- 
ious work, is' dependent upon good 
government. 
1'olltlcs Is 
the' study 


of methods to 
sustain, ,to Improve 


and to strengthen It. The conclusion 
is that to bciuiflt cur fellowmen, to 
fill the place assigned to us by our 
Creator, we must do our part In po- 
litical lines thereby 
upholding thjs 


government.' The higher our place 
in the social world, and the more in- 
fluence wo wield ' the greater Is our 
responsibility and the 
greater 
our 


obligations; and who 
In these 
re- 
spects exceeds the 'man In the pul- 
pit?
